FIFTIETH CONGRESS. 


IN the Senate, on the 14th, Mr. Brown called 
up his resolution, declaring it the imperative 
duty of Congress to repeal the internal-revenue 
laws at the earliest day practicable, and pro- 
ceeded to address the Senate in advocacy of it, 
reading his speech from manuscript. The Un- 
dervaluation bill was then considered, briefly, 
and laid over. The bill to regulate telegraph 


service was referred to the Commit- 
tee on inter-State commeree..... 
In the House, Speaker Carlisle 


took his seat for the tirst t me for two weeks. 
The District Militia bill was discussed and laid 
over. Senate bill, fixing the charge for pass- 
Ports at one dollar, was called up and passed. 
A private bill, refering to the Court of Cla‘'ms 
the claim of Hannah J. Jones, occasioned con- 
siderable discussion, in the midst of which, 
pending ® motion to lay over, the Housead- 
journed. 

IN the Senate, on the 15th, an investigation 
was ordered into the claim made by various 
pension agents thut they can promote and se- 
oure pension iegislation. A resoiution was in- 
troduced calling upon the President for a 
journal of the proceedings of the Fisheries con- 
ference. At the expiration of the morning 
hour, Mr, Teller secured the floor and delivered 
a speech criticising the Pres‘dent’s tariff mes- 
sage. Consideration of the Undervaluation 
bill was resumed, but resulted in no action. 
The Senate then adopted resolutions of 
sympathy, and as a mark of respect 
te the memory of the late Seth C. Moffatt, of 
Michigan, at 4:.0 p.. m. adjourned....In the 
House a resolution was introduced and referred 
calling upon the Postmaster General for in- 
formation as to whether the Post-office De- 
partment had issued an order designed to pre- 
vent American dealers in seeds from using the 
Canadian mails on the same terms as their 
rival Canadian dealers, and for his authority in 
the premises. 

IN the Senate, on the 16th, Mr. Hale intro- 
duced a bill authorizing the President to ap- 
point and retire John C. Fremont as a Major- 
General. The Undervaluation bill was taken 
up and passed..... {(n the House, Mr. Enloe, 
from the committee on  post-offlces and 
reported a bill providing that 
piants, bulbs and_ scions should 
classed as third-rate mailable mat- 
ter, and shall be carried through the mails at 
the rate of one cent for each ounce. The House 
then went into committee of the whole on the 
Urgency Deficiency bill, after which some time 
was spent in consideration of private bills. 
An evening session was also held for the con- 
sideration of pension bills.

A FRIGHTFUL ace'dent occurred near 
Blackshear, Ga., on the 17th, caused by 
the Cuban fast mail train on the Savan- 
nah, Florida & Western railroad going 
throuzh a trestle forty feet high. The 
cars were piled up in a heap, and nearly 
a score of persons were killed and a good 
many injured. 

THE Phantom and the Enchantress, two 
pilot-boats caught in the recent storm 
on the Eastern coast, were still missing 
on the 17th. The lasi-named boat had 
nine men on board.

shouted Albert Curlin, the Anarchist ed- 
itor, to the crowd assembled in a North

There were fully fifteen hun- 

dred persons present, including all 

the prominent Anarchists in the city and 
, the relatives of some of tle men executed 

last November. The red banner of the 
‘ Central Labor Union fluttered at the en- 
trance to the hall. At each side of the 
stage were pedestals draped in blood-red 
bunting and bearing a card inscribed 
| “November 11, 1887’. These bore the 
| busts of August Spies and Louis Lingg. 
Each head was encircled with a wreath 
of myrtle, a sash of the same somber 
leaves entwined with red ribbon being 
knotted diagonally across the breast. 
Later in the eve ing life-size bust oil 
paintings of Spies, Parsons, Lingg and 
Fischer were in turn displayed upon the 
stage and received with transports of de- 
light. 

After a long programme of songs and 
recitations, the “festival address”? was 
announced, and its deliverer, Curlin, was 
received with tremendous cheering. Cur- 
lin spoke in German for over half an hour 
in a most impassioned manner. The sub- 
stance of his remarks was as follows: 
“Vive la Commune! Aye, vive la Com- 
mune! This glorious sentence thundered 
upon the ears of the tyrants and money- 
grabbers of seventeen years ago. The 
world trembled at the sound. The thievos 
of the bourse, the pulpit and the press 
shook like autumn leaves in a high wind.” 

Curlin then gave what he said was an 
account of the events of the Commune— 
how the French and Prussian tyrants 
combined to crush out “the patriot prole- 
tariats”, and how, atthe fal!, workmen, 
their wives and children, to the number 
of at least eighty thousand, were slaugh- 
tered. 

‘This orgie of blood finished,’ he con- 
tinued, “how the money-bag aristccrats 
and the priests shook with laughter! How 
they boasted of the downfall of the sup- 
porter of the whole social system! Did 
they laugh with reason? Did they kill 
Anarchy “* the stamping out of the Com- 
mune?” 

“No, nol” and ironical laughter from 
all parts of the hall. , 

“No, indeed,” thundered Curlin, “An- 
archy and Socialism have marched right 
onward. Our principles are abroad in the 
world, and are undying. They can not be 
stamped out.” 

The orator then reverted to the trial 
and execution of the Chicago Anarchists, 


and worked his auditors into a 
white heat. “What say you, you 
citizens of this glorious Republic, to 


the murder of your brethren? Are we 
cowed? Have they spread terror in our 
ranks? Do we kiss the hand that shed the 
best blood among us? Do we grovel be- 
fore those who-have placed our cham- 
pions beneath the cold sod or behind iron 
bars? Are there no longer Anarchists in 
Chicago? There is one—I am an An- 
archist. Let them strangle me if they 
dare (applause and shouts lasting nearly 
two minutes), and I am not the only one. 
We live and will live to act as becomes 
us. The combat between barbarity and 
justice is not ended. Past events were 
needed to strengthen us for the struggle. 
There has been too much wind in our agi- 
tation. Too much merry-making. We 
have talked'and danced while our op- 
pressors have worked and staid up nights 
to find means for our continued enslave- 
ment. The fruition of their labor has 
been the erection of five gallows-trees,and 
the hireling press laughs and tries to por- 
suade them that they have reached the 
end.”? 

Curlin then spoke of the conspiracy 
laws enacted by the last Legislature of 
Illinois, and said: ‘The man who would 
obey or allow himself to ba cowed by 
such bastard laws is a coward and a pol- 
troon”. He closed with a strong appeal 
for renewed action and ution among the 
radical host. ‘‘The time has come when 
we must range ourselves in serried ranks; 
no beating about the bush. If we are An- 
archists, let us avow it tothe world. Our 
martyrs live inour midst. Long live An- 
archy! Long live Socialism! Vive la 
Commune”?!

THE EMPEROR'S RELAPSE. 


The Condition of Frederick the Occasion 
of Much Conceru at Berlin. 
BEerRuLIN, March 20.—There is now no 
doubt. that the rumor of the rel apse of 
Emperor Frederick William Saturday, 
was absolutely true.

The 
correspondents of the London dailies, 
whocame here with six or seven secre- 
taries, princes of high and low degres, 
and many others to whom thehealth of 
the Emperor is of great importance, sud- 
denly decided not to leave yesterday, ac- 
cording to previous arrangements, and 
are waiting anxiously and uneasily for 

further news. 

Dr. Mackenzie is looking pale and 
fagged. It is known that the Emperor on- 
ly slept one hour on Friday night,and that 
his rest was broken and unsatisfactory 
Saturday night and Sunday. Dr. Macken- 
sie reported that he was under Imperial 
orders to refuse all information. He

HIGHEST IN MANY .YEARS. 


Immense Ice Gorges Reported at Several 
Points—Raflroads Considerably Dam- 
aged—Peculiar Snow Storm at Findlay.

- Camp Poriar River, Mont., March 23.— 

The meat flood in the upper Missouri does 

not abate.

There is a big gorge at Cut Banks, 

about ten miles above here, and another at 

Frenchman's Point, seven miles below, 
There is six feet of water on the railroad 

track at Wolf Point, and the bridges are all 
washed out. All trains are delayed. The 
red men have left the bottom and are 
camped on the hills and high grounds. Their 
farms are under four feet of water.
